dred and thirty-elghth lap, Billy Channd-
Jer's car crashed against the inside rail,

almost opposite the polnt whers Cooper |

had met his death.

Death s Near.
Morria Stubbe, Chandler's mechanician,

was sald to be in the more serlous cgn- |

dltlon of the two, and at the hospital fo-
night, hin death was predicted within &
fow hours. Chandler has less than an
even chance for recovery. According to
the physiclans, Plel, one of the viotims
of the first sccident, wma reported also
1o be In a eritical condition with beitsr
prospects, however, than the olhers

Cooper's skill was crywhed Ih the Tirat
accident and his death was practically
instantanecus. Stubb's injuries are a
broken right shoulder and hip, fractured
collar bone and concuseson of the brain.
Chandler went i
baing Aot Wlal. where It
was folihd that hg suffered a broken
lart hip and Internal infuries,

In both sccldents tire blowoils were
asoribed: as the omose, calithough in the
case of Cooper n broken steering kuuckle
was sald to have been the immediote
reason for his loss of control After
suriking the ground outside the track,
the momentum of the car was so great
that It crashed into the end of the grand-
stand and forced [t way under the
struoture, Officials sald Cooper was go-
ing st the rate of 100 miles an hour at
the time,

Wife In Grandstnnd,

Chandler's wife was In the grandstand
when he husband went through the In

side track (ence. She rushed to his sid
and later accompanied him to the hos-
pital. At the hospital Chandler recov-

ered consclovsness for a fow moments,

and his first question was about Cooper, !

Jie had not learned of Coopir's death
and the fact waas kept from him.

The race itself was full of thrills,
aside from its tragic features. For most
of 300 miles It was a nip and tuck af-
falr between DePalma, Mulford and

O'Donnell, the former keeping the lead |
the greater part of the time.

threatened to lose him first place, but
he forged ahead In the last three milos,
and crossed the line ahead of MMulford

The first announce-
ment was that Mulford was the victor,
but this was quickly changed and the
official announcement gave DePalma the
prize,

Born In Ohlo.

Cooper was born In Youngstown, O.,
about twenty-fuor years age, He wan
unmarried.

At the end of fifty miles O'Donnell had
taken the lead from De Palma, with Mul-
ford thisd. So fast were the men golng
that ths officiais gave up trylng to an-
nounea thelr time.

Alley went out of the race in the eighth
Iap with cugine trouble. Shrunk was
forced to drop out because of engine
trouble. De Palma and Henderson also
wera having tire trouble, Hy the elghty-
fitth lap De Paliye had dropped to fourth
place, and was two miles behind the
lsaders. O'Donngll made hia first stop in
the minety-second lap to replace a tire.

Mulford Takea Lead.

Ralph Mulford had taken the lead In
the race at the end of the first 100 miles.
O'Donnell was second and De Palma
third.
